Wasntrotror, D. G., Sept. %.—On the 
House side the proposed movement to ally 
the silver and tariff interests to prevent ad- 
verse legislation in both cases attracts * 
attention. 

Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, one of the eae 
cratic leaders, declares that if such a 
bination were to defeat legislation in the 
name of tariff taxation it would create a 
tremendous outcry from the people that 
would eventually result tu the detriment of 
both interests. He looks upon it as an at- 
tempt on the part of the protection interests 
to hold a club over the Republican silver 
men in e Senate who threaten, Senator 
declared, to wreak their vengeance 
on protection unless the Eastern Republicans 
who were supporting the silver repeal bill 
‘withdrew their support. 

Representative Sayers of Texas, Chairman 
of Appropriations, says that such a combi- 
nation is chimerical. The great public ques- 
tions, like the tariff and silver, said he, must 
be separately settled, each on its merits. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan, one of the Re-

AN EXCITING INCIDENT OF IRELAND'S 
« DAY AT THE WHITE ciry. 


Driszliing Rain and Cold Winds Fail to 
Dampen the Ardor of the Paraders— 
The Guests cf the Occasion Appro- 
priately Greeted—Finnerty’s Address, 
“The Irishmen in Lends Other Than 
His Own. 


Worip’s Fam Grovenps, Sept. 80.—While 
the rain was pouriag down this morning 
James Hunt, one of F. D. Millet’s men, 
hauled down the Irish flags on one ot the 
fagstaffs on the Electricity Building, where 
the colors of all nations are grouped, This 
was the sequel to a difference of opinion on 
the part of Mr. Millet and Chief Barrett of 
the Department of Electricity regarding the 
propriety of hoisting the green flag of Ireland 
on their great day at the Fair. 

Chief Barrett, impressed with the spirit of 
patriotism, ordered the flag strung up on 
the Blectricity Building. Mr. Millet has 
charge of the colors at the Exposition. 
He was standing in his office w hen the flag of 
Erin was run up. and he ordered James Hunt, 
one of his subordinates, to pull it down. Mr. 
Hunt was quick to obey orders, and the flag 
of Ireland was immediately hauled down. 
When Mr. Hunt left Chief Barrett's men 
againran up the colors. Then Chief Millet 
and three of his men ran to the 
Electricity Building and Hunt cut .the 
halyards,and the fiag fell limp and wet at the 
feet ofthe crowd which had gathered about 
the building regardless of the rain. A com 
pany of guards, fearing trouble, were dis- 
patched to the scene. Chief Barrett with- 
drew his men until President Higginbotham 
should arrive and isstespecificorders re- 
garding the affair. Mr. Millet explained that 
no flags were run up at the Exposition 
whose nation was not recognized as a na- 
tion. He said that it would be fully as ap - 
propriate to faunt an Anarchist fag as that 
of Ireland. : 

»The Irish fag bas been used for decora- 
tive purposes. said Mr. Millet, dut it has 
never been hoisted on any of the flagstaffs. 
This department will not put up a flag unless 
if is ordered to do so by Exposition offi- 
clals.

It must 
have had a discouraging effecton the great 
crowds that were 8 ected here for Irish 
day. But the White City was by no means 
deserted and the gateties went on. 

The parade was a big one. oe 4 
feature of it was the oumbe broad. 
shouldered, brawny and athletic. looking 
men who ho participated. These were not only 
in the s of the Gaelic Athletic Associa- 
tions, which were assigned a prominent 
position in the line, Dut also in the ranks of 
all the well-drilled Irish military organiza- 
tions that gave the neeessary military dig- 
nity tothe leading columns, of the proces. 
sion. The Irish 7th of Chicago, a crack regi- 
ment in appearance and discipline, led the 
first division, and behind them came dis- 
tinetive Irish military organizations from 
aifferent parts of the country. Timoth 
Ryan was at the head of the line, in bright 
regalia, fanked by aides, many of whom 
were cavalrymen, as their magnificent seats 
iu their saddles attested, brandishing their 
precious sword, which had belonged to Gen. 
Jackson. In the divisions that followed the 
militia were the various Catholic civic socie- 
ties, including the Catholic Order of Forest- 
ers, temperance and church societies and 
literary organizations, 

THE GUESTS OF THE DAY. 

Behind them all, ina great tallyho coach, 
with streamers and banners of green fiying 
to the Dreeze, and uniformed buglers wear- 
ing the Irish colors, were the distinguished 
guests of the day.

The Prisoners Give Their Names as Dan 
MoCarty, John McKenzie, L. Thomas, 
Joseph Joiner, and William Woolfork— 
Woodfold Js the Owner of the Shanty— 
The Men Tell a Fishy Story. 


A supposed attempt to tap the telegraph 
wires leading into the East st. Louis Jockey 
Club’s track for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation with which to beatthe foreign 
book operated there by Alex. Uliman 
was frastrated by the police to-day. A 
full outfit of telegraph instraments, bat- 
teries, wires, switches and tools has been 
captured, and five men are under arrest on 
suspicion. The outfit was found by Officers 
Mansfield and Fahey of tiie East 
St. Louis Police Department in 
a little house on Fifth street, near the Cairo 
Short Line round-house, and not more than 
three squares distant from the track. Acol- 
ored man named Thomas Woolfork 
owns the house in which the uten- 
sils were stored. The prisoners are two 
white men and three colored men, one of the 
latter being the ownerof the house. Dan 
McCarty and John McKenzie, the white 
men under arrest, are well known 
about the race track, L. Thomas, 
one of the colored men, is one of 
the best known ‘‘touts’’ at the course. The 
fifth man is Joseph Joiner, about whom very 
little is known. The pdlice learned this 
morning that Woolfork had been 
away from home last night, and 
that two white men had been seen about the 
place acting in a suspieious manner. Officers 
Mansfield and Fahey investigated and 
found the instruments and tools in the house, 
but discovered no one on the premises. The 
utensils were removed to the police station, 
and about Ii o’clock Woolfork was arrested in 
ompany with Thomas and Joiner.

He is on his to Lincoln 
to be present at the Democrafic State Con- 
vention, which will mom snege on the 4th of 
October, 

At the Exposition this evening Mr. Bryan 
will make a speccktothe members of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, as this is 
T. P. A. night at the big show, and the trav- 
sung men look upon him as their guest. A 
Gélegation of them, consisting of John A. 
Lee, President of the National Association; 


O. H. Wickard, President of Missouri Division ; 


Burt W. Lyon, President of Post A, St. Louis, 
and L. T. La Beaume, National Secretary and 
Treasurer, called at the Southern Hotel, 
where the man who madethe big speech in 
the House of Representatives onthe Bland 
side of the silver debate is stopping, and 
took himin charge. Mr. Brya is an inter- 
esting figure just at this time from 
the active part he has taken in the 
monetary Nght now on in Congress. In per- 
sonalappearance he is typically Western. 
His closely shaven faceis extremely youth- 
fal, but the well defined lines and thoughtful 
expression denote the man of affairs. He 
wears the broad felt hat affected in his State 
and in his conversation as in dress and ap- 
pearance he is of Nebraska. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter asked him if the 
termination of the silver debate in the Sen- 
ate wasinsight. ‘‘Isee no change in the 
situation.“ he replied. ‘‘The debate will con- 
tinue in all probability for some time game 
important speeches have still to be made. 
Senator Morgan has just commenced, and as 
he has made an elaborate study of the sub- 
ject, it will probably take him some time 
to get through. Senator Cockrell has not 
yet been heard, and he will also have an 
elaborate argumentto present. Then, too, 
there is Senator Jones, who has a speech in 
preparation that will detain and entertain 
the Senate considerably. It is quite certain 
that there will be no vote on the sud- 
ject until after the force bill 
goes to the Senate. There is occasional 
talk of compromise, and it is more than pos- 
sible that some of the proposed amendments 
may carry. 

From the President's letter to Governor 
Northern it would appear that he is still op- 
posed tocompromise. Ithink the letter has 
weakened his cause, since he declares him- 
self against free coinage except by interna- 
tional agreement. 

A number of members and Senators have 
favored repeal, relying on the President’s 
willingness to sign a free coinage Dill after- 
wards. His frank statement that he is op- 
posed to free coinage by this country alone 
is equivalent toa declaration that he would 
veto such a bill, and this will make it very 
embarrassing to those who have favored re- 
peal and atthe same time spoken for sil- 
ver. 

Mr. Bryan was asked what effect he 
thought unconditional repeal would have on 
the Democratic party. 

‘*The Democratic party,’’ said he, ‘‘has 
always favored the use of both metals as 
primary money. Until the vote in the House 
@ majority has always been on record 
as favor of free coinage and 
in the House this year amajority of the 
Democrats favored substituting the Bland 
law for the Shermanlaw. Our last platform 
declared forthe use of both metals as stand - 
ard money, and their coinage on equal terms 

without cost for mintage. While an inter- 
national agreement was mentioned it was 
only one of many plans suggested. The party 
never, in its platform orin Oongress, placed 
itself on record against free coinage of gold 
and silver except by international agree- 
ment, and to take that position now isa 
change of front which must be ratified by the 
* before it can be called Democratic. In 

ge unconditional repeal unless fol- 
ioe by affirmative action in behalf of sil- 
ver will greatly injure the party in the South 
and West.

ATTEMPT BEING MADE TO BAVE a RE- 


CEIVER APPOINTED. 


The Officers Charge Bogard With Insti- 
tuting the Move to Prevent the Or- 
ganizations Prosecating Him—Adver- 
tisements Being Inserted in a Daily 
Paper. 


A great but peculiar effort is being made to 
throw the Western Union Bullding and Loan 
Association into the hands of a receiver, and 
it is said that Milo T. Bogard, ex~-Secretary 
of the concern; has boasted of the scheme, 
claiming that it would prevem further 
cution of him. For the past 0 
days a small advertisement has been seen in 
one ofthe dally papers, requesting Western 
Union Building and Loan Assocfation stock- 

olders to send their addresses to Fred Rolf 
of 2817 Carr street, This advertisement was 
practically inserted, it is said, at tive instiga- 
tion of Attorneys Dalton and Pollock, who 
state that they have recently handled several 
claims against the Western Union Bulild- 
ing and Loan Association. Mr, 
Kolf is not a _ stockholder, but his 
wife is, He has been acting 
in this matter, it is averred, upon the advice 
of Attorneys Pollock and Dalton, and it is 
said that all the adaresses he received, in re- 
sponse to the ‘‘ad.,’’ were turned over to 
them. Letters were then sent to these ad- 
dresses by the attorneys, it is claimed, in- 
forming the persons that if they wished to 
receive their money from the Western Union 
Bullding and Loan Association that this was 
the time to act. 

The matter came to the ears of 
Secretary Brolaski, Mr, Bogard’s successor, 
and Attorney James P. Kerr was notified, 
An investigation was made and it was ascer- 


tained, it is claimed, that Bogard was de- 


hind the whole scheme and that while there 
may have been one or two dissatisfied stock- 
holders, the majority of them were satisfied, 
itis alleged, and unwilling to enter into the 
receivership scheme, It is now believed that 
no application for a receiver will be made. 

Bogard has set up the claim that money 
used to prosecute him was being paid out by 
the Western Union Bulldingand Loan Asso- 
ciation, and it is charged that he tried this 
scheme to stirup dissension among the stock- 
holders, and it possible close up the associa- 
tion and thus shut off the prosecution fund. 

HUSSMAN’S ACTION. 

Another case which, it is claimed, goes to 
show how much hard work Mr. Bogard is do - 
ing to have his prosecution stopped is that 
now in the Oourt of Criminal Correction. 
This is the case in which he is charged with 
forgery by Arnold Hussman, It will come up 
for trial on Monday. It should have been 
tried a few days ago, buta continuance was 
taken. On that occasion, however nen effort 
was made to have the case dismfssed for 
want of rosecution. A letter said to 
have been signed by Hussman was produced 
by Marshall McDonald. Bogarda’s attorney. 
It read to thd effect that Bogard was Huss- 
man’s friend and that the latter had never 
lost a cent through any 8 with him 
and ſt furthermore stated that Hussman did 
not intend to make a catspaw of himself to 
pull another person’s chestnuts out of the 
fire. The other person referred to in the let- 
ter is Dr. J. O. Irwin. Bogard, it 
is claimed, gave Dr. Irwin a Western 
Union Bullding Association stock book 
With $900 paid up. and a note for $525, both 
signed by Arnold Hussman, in exchange for 
a 6500 loan. The signature to the note was 
declared by Hussman a forgery, and he was 
induced to swear out a warrant against 
Bogard, with Dr. J. C. Irwin merely a wit- 
ness to the negotiation of the note. Bogard, 
itis satd, is trying to induce Hussman not to 
prosecute. Attorneys Kerr and Harvey, who 
represent the State, intend, however, to 
bring Mr. Hussman into court on an attach- 
ment if necessary and make him swear to 
his 8 on the information against Bo 
gard.
